SILENT KEY. Excerpts from W1AW's ARRL Bulletin NR 70 reports: "Former ARRL 
Headquarters staff member Robert L. White, W1CW, of Seffner, Florida, died November 
22nd from complications arising from pneumonia. He was 83. Known to many as 'Mr DXCC’" 
White was the manager of the ARRL's DX Century Club program from 1952 until 1976, 
establishing the award--and its stringent standards--as Amateur Radio's premier DX 
achievement. White codified the rules for the DXCC program and oversaw the checking of 
some 250,000 QSL cards submitted yearly, often working as many as 90 hours a week to ensure 
that the job got done right. During his tenure at Headquarters, White also oversaw the ARRL 
QSL Service. He belonged to the ARRL for 62 years and was a Life Member. White was an 
avid DXer and CW enthusiast. Active in the First-Class CW Operators' Club, White was also 
inducted into the CQ DX Hall of Fame in 1998. His wife Ellen, W1YL, and his son Jim, K40OJ, 
survive him; both are former ARRL staff members." Friends may send condolence messages 
via E-mail to: wlcw@tampabay.rr.com Or send via mail to: 6607 Flicker Ct, Seffner, FL 
33584.
